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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and 
was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dantu et al. 
(2006/0233137). 

Consider claim 1, Dantu teaches a wireless router device (see the abstract), comprising: 
a processor unit (see fig 6, pars [76]-[78]); 

a wireless transmission circuit coupled to said processor unit, for transmitting wireless signals to 
and from said processor unit, and for communicating with various network systems (see fig 1 and 6, pars 
[47], [48], [49], [51], [56], [74], [75]); 

a WCDMA transmission circuit coupled to said processor unit, for transmitting WCDMA signals 
to and from said processor unit, and for communicating with WCDMA systems (see figs 1 and 6, pars 
[9], [10], [48], [49], [51], [56], [57], [75]); 

a network device coupled to said processor unit, for communicating said processor unit with end 
users (pars [9], [10], [46], [49], [69]-[71], [74]); 

said WCDMA transmission circuit and said network device and said wireless transmission circuit 
being communicatable with each other via said processor unit, to allow end users to couple and share 
information from the network systems and the WCDMA systems (see figs 1, 3 and 6, pars [58], [59],

[72], [75]). 

Consider claim 2, as applied to claim 1, Dantu teaches a first antenna coupled to said wireless 
transmission circuit, and a second antenna coupled to said WCDMA transmission circuit for 
communicating said processor unit with the network systems and the WCDMA systems (see figs 1, 6 and 
7, pars [9], [10], [48], [49], [51], [56], [57], [74], [75], 122]). 

Consider claim 3, as applied to claim 1, Dantu teaches said network device includes a plurality 
of couplers for communicating with various end users (pars [46], [68], [73]-[77], [97]). 

Consider claim 4, as applied to claim 1, Dantu teaches a second network device coupled to said 
processor unit, for communicating said processor unit with various network systems (pars [46], [68], 
[73]-[77], [97]).
